This statement was made Tuesday to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter by Mrs. 
Michael Orban of Summerfield, Ill... a 
distant relative of the young bride, to 
whom she fled to hide from Hoskins. 

Mrs. Hoskins left Summerfield by a 
noon train Tuesday, after her hiding 
place had been discovered, in fear, Mrs. 
Orban says, that Hoskins would pursue 
her thither. She returned to St. Louis 
and her mother. 

Arrived Last Saturday. 

“Adeline came here last Saturday 
morning,’’ Mrs. Orban said, “after leav- 
ing the Park Hotel in St. Louis, and 
Saturday evening Mrs. Mohr came over 
te see her. Mrs. Mohr returned to St. 
Louis Monday morning, but Adeline in- 
tended to remain here. She left hur- 
riedly when she found that her hiding 
place had been discovered. 

“The story of Adeline’s marriage, as 
she and her mother tell it to me, is 
this: She and Mrs. Mohr quarreled, and 
Adeline, to escape a scolding by her 
mother, went to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Boyd, friends of hers, who 
live, I believe, at 3014 Laclede avenue. 

“These friends prevailed on Adeline 
to marry Hoskins, but when she saw 
her mother after the marriage she re- 
gretted her action and went home with 
her mother. 

“‘Adeline does not intend, she tells me, 
to return to her husband if she can 
help it. 


She will aid her mother in fighting his 
suit. Whether she will appear in court 
with her mother Thursday, as com- 
manded in the writ of habeas corpus, I 
can’t say. She will do whatever her 
mother says. 2 

“Adeline telephoned to her mother just 
before she left here this morning that 
her hiding place had been discovered, 
and that she would return at once to St. 
Louis.”’ 

Mrs. Mohr is at her home, 5282A Mc- 
Pherson avenue. She accompanied her 
daughter when the latter left the home 
of Hoskins’ parents, 3840 Olive street, 
last Wednesday. Hoskins charges that 
she influenced the young woman to 
leave him, being angry because she did 
not wed an older and richer suitor. Hos- 
kins is a chauffeur. ~ 

He hopes that his action at law will 
serve to bring his wife into court, and 
that he will find that she still loves 
him and wishes to return to him. In his 
suit he charged that she was being 
‘held prisoner’ by her mother. 

Will Wait at Courtroom Door. 

He will be waiting at the courtroom 
door Thursday morning, hoping for at 
least a reassuring nod from his bride 
as she passes in with her mother. He 
said Tuesday that he would make no 
attempt to see her at her Illinois stop- 
ping place before that time. 

The elopement one week ago followed 
a two years’ acquaintance. It was de- 
cided some time ago by the young peo- 
ple that elopement was the only feasible 
way for them to get married, because 
of Mrs. Mohr’s opposition. 

When Hoskins got a telephone message 
from the young woman, then Miss Ade- 
line Mohr, telling him that her mother 
was out for the afternoon, he got an 
auto and his friends, Robert H. Boyd 
and wife of 3041 Laclede avenue, and the 
four went to Alton, where the marriage 
was performed by Justice Nathan. 

After a spin back to the city, the 
bridal pair went to the Hoskins home. 
There Mrs. Mohr found her daughter 
next day, and took her for a “shopping”’ 
expedition, from which she did not re- 
turn. 

Hoskins traced two women he thinks 
were his wife and mother-in-law to the 
Park Hotel, but the young wo'nan went 
to her Illinois relatives before he 
learned of the visit to the hotel.

This pardon has been offered at every

Defenuse’s Plea Overruled.

William J. Smith of Memphis, Tenn., 
who testified that he had lived at that 
plaee for 60 years, said he was induced 
to buy People’s Bank stock by Lewis’ 
editorials in the Woman’s Magazine and 
Woman’s Farm Journal. He bought 
$2500 worth of bank stock for himself 
and his family, Mr. Smith testified, 
identifying two checks for $1000 each and 
one for $500, paid for the bank stock. 
He testified to a conversation he had 
with Lewis at the Woman’s Magazine 
Building when Mr. Smith was a visitor 
at the St. Louis World's Fair in 1904. 

Lewis took him all over the publishing 
plant and told him glowing stories of 
what the bank would do, Mr. Smith tes- 
tified. It was then that he gave Lewis 
his second check for $1009 worth of 
stock, he said. 

Got Back 85 Per Cent. 

Mr. Smith testified that he received 
85 per cent of his money from the re- 
ceiver and an additional 2 per cent later. 
Mr. Smith said he was president of the 
South Memphis Savings Bank and Trust 
Co. 

At the noon recess the jury presented 
a request to Judge Carland that they be 
allowed to separate, and that those liv- 
ing in the city be permitted to go home 
at night.

University Professors Roundly 
Condemned at Session of 
League.

At Tuesday’s session of the Bible 
League of North America, meeting at 
the Grand Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
the conference’s 13-inch theological 
Suns were turned upon the Biblical 
World, one of the official publications 
of Chicago University. 

The indignation of the conference was 
aroused by the publication recently of 
an editorial in this magazine, in which 
the second advent of Christ was derided, 
and the resurrection of Jesus denied. 

The chief address of the day was 
made by Rev. W. M. McPheeters, D. D., 
instructor in the Southern Presbyterian 
Theological Seminary at Columbia, S. 
C. His subject was ‘Has the Influence 
of Radical Criticism Been Wholly to the 
Advantage of Religion and the Bible?” 

This question the minister answered 
with an emphatic indignant negative. 

Fights for Church Altar. 

“Higher criticism is not the Roman’s 
spear,’’ said he, “which pierced the 
side of the Lord. It is rather the kiss 
of Judas, which, under the pretense of 
friendliness, aims at the destruction of 
religion. 

“We, the adherents of literal faith 
in every work of Holy Writ, are con- 
tending today for the altar®*and the 
hearthstone.’’ 

Most of his paper: was ahven to an 
intricate examination of the methods 
and aims of higher criticism. 

‘‘Radical criticism,’’ he concluded, 
“such as that voiced by the organ of 
the University of Chicago proposes a 
complete change from Christianity to 
infidelity. It not only presumes to mod- 
ify, but even, on occasion, rejects the 
truths taught by vhrist, such as his 
resurrection and second advent. 

Argues Against Critics. 

‘Even the divinity of Christ, the cen- 
traltruth of the Bible,’’ is disputed. Our 
own unalterable conviction, our feeling, 
hat Christ is divine, is the best proof we 
want of the truth of the dogma.”’ 

.« don’t think many of the hundreds 
of professors at the University of Chi- 
cago endorse the shallow sensationalism 
of the Biblical World editorial,” said 
Rev. Dr. Joseph D. Wilson, professor 
in the Reformed Episcopal Theological 
Seminary at Philadelphia, and author 
of several religious text books. 

‘There are a few ambitious young 
men at the University, however, who 
impatient of obscurity and meager pay, 
think to procure themselves better po- 
sitions by attracting publicity. This aim 
they can accomplish best by sensational 
attacks upon what is holy. 

Refers to Old Treatment. 

‘The editorial says that the expecta- 
tion of Christ’s second coming is based, 
not on the historical, but the imag- 
inative portions of the Bible. But the 
second advent is mentioned in the Acts, 
a historical book. It is estimated that 
every twenty-fifth verse of the Old 
Testament refers to the second coming 
of the Messiah.” 

A paper satirizing the methods of 
higher criticism, by one of the min- 
isters present, was read at Tuesday 
morning’s session by Rev. P. V. Gen- 
ness. The author, by adopting the 
reasoning, as he understood it, of the 
higher critics, sarcastically proved that 
the Declaration of Independence was 
not written until after the Civil War, 
instead of in 1776. 

“piblical World” Is Scored. 

Rev. Dr. C. J. Scofield of the First 
Congregational Church, Dallas,/ Tex., 
said that the beliefs expressed by the 
Riblical World, if generally adopted, 
would work the subversion of all relig- 


ion. 

“These young professors,”’ said he, 
‘have almost reached the point where 
they consider the Bible not a divine, but 
merely a human decument. They al- 
ready deny the divinity of Christ, soft- 
ening the blasphemy by calling him the 
The 
Biblical World’s latest editorial merely 
is one of a number of radical opinions 
which it has expressed since its founda- 
tion.” 

The motto of the Bible League of 
America is “Back to the Bible.” Its 
purpose is to renew faith In both testa- 
ments and to oppose the Inroads of 
higher criticism.

R. Walsh, former president of the Chi- 
cago National Bank, on the charge of 
misapplication of the funds of that in- 
stitution, commenced today in the 
United States District Court before

The indictment under which the trial 
was brought contained 160 counts. 
offense charged is punishable by a term 
of from five to ten years in prison. It 
is believed that the trial will last about 
one month. 

The chief issue in the case is whether 
or not Mr. Walsh used the funds of the 
bank to aid his own ends. It jis also 
charged that Mr. Walsh borrowed from 
his own bank more than the legal 
amount of lv per cent of the capital 
stock.

The defense will be somewhat of a 
technical character. The Government 
alleges that Mr. Walsh substituted for 
the money he took from the bank secu 
rities of a uwoubtful character, The de- 
fense will claim that these securities 
were good and that nobody ever lost a 
dollar because of them. .

Detsch made 
his confession to city detectives in the 
presence of his attorneys and his father. 
Detective Wood says it is the most re- 
markable case he has ever heard. 

Mrs. Detsch is 22. She looks yvounger. 
She attended the inquest. at which her 
husband was held. There was a dem- 
onstration in the ceurtroom in behalf of 
the prisoner when the verdict was an- 


nounced. 
Men suddenly rose in different parts of 


the courtroom and started for Detsch. 

“You did right! You did 
citedly ejaculated the first man. 

In a twinkling the prisoner was over- 
whelmed, so great was the number of 
hands reached out to be shaken. 

Everybody in the courtroom was wait- 
,ing to hear Mrs. Deitsch tell her story, 
but the representative of the District 
Attorney's office, lawyers for Deitsch, 
detectives and the Coroner had held a 
‘conference prior to the fiiquest, and de- 
cided that Mrs. Detsch could not be 
made to testify and would not testify 
‘before the Coroner. The major sensa- 
tion is to be reserved for the trial of 
the case in the Criminal Court. 


Dressed im Silk. 

When the woman came into the 
oner’s courtroom it was with a sweep 
of the skirts and merry ‘“‘frou frou’ that 
| indicated that she felt that she had a 
perfect right to be there. 

Mrs. Detsch wore a silk dress, and 
over it a close-fitting tailored raincoat. 
Whenver she moved about it was evi- 
dent to persons around that she had 
other garments with many fluffy ruf- 
files to make the squeaky rustling, that 
betrays the presence of silk of nearsilk. 

Witnesses were permitted to tell a 
part of what they wanted io testify, 
but were quickly stopped when there 
was any special reference to the con- 
tents of the letters that passed between 
Ferree and Mrs. Detsch, or to the photo- 
graphs that may play such an import- 
ant part at the trial. 

Only one of the notes was produced, 
this being the brief message from Mrs. 
Detsch to Ferree, reading: ‘‘Oh, darling 
Hallie, I love, love,, love you. Jose- 
phine.”’ 

Ferree’s unsavory record already be- 
gins to be long drawn out. His great 
failing was too much liking for the 
women. He had several wives, and one 
of them at least denounces him as a 
bigamist. . 

Her Letters to Ferree. 

The letters the police have from Mrs; 
Detsch to Ferree were written mostly 
while she was at seashore resorts last 
summer. 

One letter dated Ang. 20, 1906, reads: 

‘“Tuesday—Dear Rallie: Wrote you a 
letter Saturday, but same old story, 
didn’t have time to mail it. Well, 
dearie, it won't be much longer before 
vou can fold me in yourarms again, as 
T am coming home the first week in 
| September. BABE.” 

In notes were found these statements: 

‘Now, Hallie, don't call me a dishon- 
orable girl, for I’m not now the Jo 
you know I am your own little wife 
now and vour own little Jo.”’ 

“My own, Own, dear Harry. Don’t go 
out tonight. Stay home with me. You 
know I love you and always will be 
yours. YOUR BABE.” 

While Mrs. Detsch was at the shore 
it is evident that Ferree, who remained 
in Philadelphia, wrote her under difter- 
ent names and addresses so that the cor- 
1espondence might the better be con- 
cealed. She wrote him: 

“Dearest Hallie—I had not received 
the one addressed to J. Gillingham. I 
have been asking for J. Gorgas. I will 
always ask now for J. C. Eddy. I guess 
you are lencly and I want to see you 
dreadfully. Baby weighs pounds 
more. Yours,, BABE.” 

The following letter was written in a 
serawling hand that plainly betrayed 
haste ‘and’ carnesineéss: ee 

“Dear Hallie—I want -vou to try and 
be brave till I see you again. It is such 
sweet comfort to know you are the 
same. I certainly long to kiss you, oh, 
so much over and over. Such is love. 

BABE.”

MERCURY TRUST: BUSY 











People There Are Supposed to 
Be Eighting the Ice 
Combine. 





Anyone who ms a field glass or a 
Boo0d sized opera glass can see the 
planet Mercury, exactly 56,000,000 miles 
from Broadwaf and Olive street, cross 
the dise of the s1n, some 36,000,000 miles 
beyend it, Thursfay morning. 

After breakfast and before going to 
work will be a good time for ordinary 
pergons t6 view the phenomenon. Bank- 
erk andl others who do not get to work 
until 10 o’clock will have to take theif 
look before »reakfast, or wait another 
seven years. For at 9:10 a. m. the ex- 
citement will be over, both here and 
in “Mercury. | 

The people Of Mergury are not worry- 
ing alwiut thelr coal bills this week so 
mich as are the people of St. Louis, 
scientists believe. It is more likely that 
they are complaining of the Ice Trust. 

The field glass view of the transit will 
be a sort of X-ray affair. The glass is 
to be held. with the big end toward the 
sun and the little end pointing at a sheet 
cf paper. A good glass ought to make 
Mercury’s shadow appear an inch in 
diameter, says Prof. John I. Brashear 
of Pittsbugg, who suggests this manner 
of popular inspection of the transit. 

Mercury will be well on its way across 
the sun's disc when the sun _ rises 
Thursday, and’ will pass off shortly af- 
ter 9, 

Unlike an eclipse, the transit cannot be 
seen through a smoked glass. Father 
Brennen, the astronomer-priest of St. 
Lawrence O'Toole’s, exp'ained to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday that this 
Was due to the smallness of Mercury, as 
compared With the sun. It is 2990 miles 
in diameter, while the sun’s diameter is 
more than 480 times as great. 


Scientists are interested In the transit 4 999 
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of Mercury, but not nearly so much as 
in the transit of Venus. This not be- 
“ause Venus is a lady, but because the 
iransit comes only every 1% years, 
while Mercury’s come at irregular inter- 
vals every six or eight or ten years. 
The transit of Venus has afforded the 
most accurate means of measuring the 
sun’s distance frar tlh: earth.

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Lieut. Svarz.Weds Clever Boston

at League Island, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—‘With a 
fair wind and flowing sea, Lieut. Emil 
P. Svarz of San Antonio, Tex., and Miss 
Virginia Beech of Cambridge, Mass., 
weighed anchor and set sail on the voy- 
age of life.” 

This is part of the unotficial log of 
the United States battleship Georgia 
for the date of Nov. 11, 1907. 

For on that day the first wedding was 
held on board the Georgia. It is one 
of the few wedding ceremonies which 
ever have been solemnized on board a 
man of war. It was the first event of 
its kind in the history of League Island. 

Mrs. Svarz is a graduate of the Boston 
School of Expression. On Jan. 31 of 
this year she gave an entertainment 
aboard the Georgia while that vessel 
was in Boston. Thus she met the young 
Lieutenant from Texas. 

During the target practice of the At- 
lantic fleet last June, Lieut. Svarzs was 
in charge of the forward turret. When 
the disastrous explosion occurred in the 
after turret. in which Lieut. Goodrich 
was killed, the seamen of the Georgia 
sent a request that during the remainder 
of the practice they should have Lieut. 
Svarz in command, and with the shadow 
of the catastrophe still hanging over 
them, the men in‘ that turret made a 
higher score in marksmanship than any 
other vessel in -the fleet. President 
Roosevelt sent his congratulations to the 
commanding officer.

Afier long and careful investigation 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent has 
p‘erced the mystery surrounding the 
elopers’ attempt to wed here. 

Nine days after thcir marriage in 
Montreal ‘“‘Mr. and Mrs. Clarkson” ar- 
rived here. She went to the Hyde Park 
Hotel; he to No. 42 St. James place, 
a West End apartment house, where he 
had rooms. 

On the morning of Saturday, Oct. 12, 
the couple drove in a taxicab to the 
marriage registry office, which, as it 
chances, is in the center of London’s 
fcreign quarter, on Poland street, Soho 
Square. Foreigners who wish to marry 
without troubling themseives. with 
formalities in church oftenesc visit this 
office. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Clarkson” told the 
Registrar they wished to be married at 
once. He replied, formally, that it was 
nececsary to give 24 hours’ notice. 

“We will returt’ Monday,” said Clark- 
son. So they did. The clerk, as always, 














asked for their pedigree and particu- 
larly whether this was their first mar- 
riage. 

The Yost-Dispatch correspondent to- 
dey saw the clerk’s notes; the clerk 
Showed them. 

‘“Samucl Clarkson,” said the  bride- 
groom, ‘“‘age 25; residence No. 42 St. 
James place ; previously married in Mon- 
treal, Canada, Oct. 2, 1907.’’

“But you have married each other!’

The new $10 gold piece without ‘'In 
God We Trust”’ on it has appeared in 
St. Louis, and it proves to be consistent 
in every respect with the omission, The 
design strictly antedates the Christian 
Era, and any Christian motto upon it 
would be an anachronism. It is heath- 
en money in the severe old heathen de- 
sign, and the ticket sellers of the earlier 
gladitorial combats in Rome would 
have taken ft like coin of the Caesars. 

Nature faking began with Sinbad the 
sailor, The design of the new gold 
Piece also antedates Sinbad, and there 
is no roc business. Instead of the buz- 
zard-faced scarecrow of an eagle on our 
old coins, we have here a proud, well- 
fed eagle in pants—or, that is, with 
heavily-feathered legs (the golden eagle 
and the national bird, and not the bald 
eagle, which wears its legs feather de 
nuit.) 

It will be remembered that the old 
eagle of our coinage stood upon its tail, 
with its wings lifted, a target on _ its 
breast, its legs spraddled, and the em- 
barrassed bird waving a stalk of wild 
lettuce in one claw and a set of golf 
clubs In the other. There is nothing of 
this on the new St. Gaudens piec~ The 
eagle is not performing, he looks dig- 
nified and at his ease, and is, on the 
whole, a plump, decorous and competent 
bird. 

The milling on the edge of the new 
money is an innovation in this country. 
Instead of the old corrugated work, we 
have here a series of raised stars. The 
coin looks heavy, clumsy and desirable. 
In view of the incompatibility of our 
money and our religion, the omission of 
the customary motto seems singularly 
appropriate. It is such a coin as the 


| Phoenician traders introduced upon the 
shores of the Aegean sea when the 
Greeks were using bulls for money and 
had to kill them to change it; such a 
coin as rattled in the pants pockets of 
the princes of Lydia in the time of the 
Gyges; and such a coin as obtained in 
the Peloponnesus when Phidon of Argos 
was king and an iron disc with a hole 
in it bought a suit of bronze underwear 
of the village armourer. 

The new gold plece will probably be 
much sought by Mr. Harriman, Mr. 
Rockefeller and other coin collectors.
